ACAIN TO ARMS, 
MEXICANS RUSH 


Rebellion Has Broken Out in 
Stale of Sinaloa 


Aged Gov. Renteria Responsi- 
ble for the Outbreak—Gen. 
Banderas Marching Against 
the Federals With a Strong 


Force. 


Sinaloa, Mexico, October 21.—In de- 
fiance of the minister of Interior, who 
ordered Col. Jose M.. Ochoa, chief of 
rurales in Sinaloa, to bring about the 
pacification of that state, Governor 
Renteria, a man aged 89, appears to 
have plunged his part of the republic 
into rebellion. Colonel Ochoa now oc. 
cupies. Sinaloa, but Juan Banderas, tne 
former revolutionary general, who pro- 
claimed himself governor but later 
yielded to Renteria, is reported to be 
marching from Culiacan, the capital, 
upon Sinaloa with @ne avowed inten- 
tion of ousting Ochdéa. He is said te 
have some 400 men in addition to re- 
cruits and a part of the revolting 
federals to Colonel Beltran. 

Has Machine Guna. 

Banderas is believed to have plenty 
of ammunition and his equipment in- 
cludes a few machine guns. Citizens 
of Sinaloa, anticipating a bloody en- 
counter and the usual sacking of the 
place, appealed to Gov. Renteria, who 
sent word to Ochoa that “if he were 
not a coward he would take the field 
and fight.” 

Upon the approach of Ochoa, 
prefect of Sinaloa fled, taking with 
him all the city police. The prisoners 
were prevented from escaping by a 
vigHNance committee armed with such 
weapons as they could secure. The 
best guns and much of the ammunition 
were carried off by the fugitives, al- 
though a barrel of dynamite bombs 
was found today in the basement of 
fhe municipal building. 

Fighting With Rebels. 

Mexico City, Mexico, October 21.— 
Since yesterday morning the govern- 
ment troops have had four small en- 
counters with Zapatiatas in the state 
of Morelos, in all of which the insur- 
rectors were routed, the losses on 
both sides being slight. 

The skirmishes were at Jaloxtec, 
Huichilillo, Sauces and Huichilac. 

A column of federals today was sent 
towards Jejutla in the neighborhood 
of which a large body of Zapata’s men 
have been operating.

TOBACCO STATES 
FIGHT THE TRUST 


Virginia, North Carolina and 
South Carolina Oppose Re- 


organization Plan. 


New York, October 21.—A joint peti- 
tion against the proposed reorganiza- 
tion. plan of _ the American Tobacco 
Company was, filed with the United 
States circuit court here today by the 
attorney generals of Virginia, North 
Carolina and South Carolina. 


A similar petition was filed on behalf 
of the Independent Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of the United States. 

Both petitions ask leave to file writ- 
ten objections to the tobacco trust's 
proposition for disintegration already 
in the hands of the court. 

The three attorney generals say 
their states raise 260,000,000 pounds of 
leaf tobacco annually, and that the 
hundreds of thousands of persons en- 
gaged in the industry there are vitally 
concerned in the dissolution of the 
trust as ordered by the supreme 
court. They say they have made a 
careful study of the dissolution plan 


‘submitted to the court, which, in their 


opinion, is fundamentally defective in 
that it does not restore free Compet- 
ition. 

While not allowing the petitioners 
to intervene the court in an order re- 
plied that they will be given an oppor- 
tunity to present their objections to 
the plan, and will be heard at the 
hearing on October 3°. It also says 
that written objections, briefs or mem- 
oranda desired to be presented to the 
court must be handed in before the 
beginning of the hearing.

Los Angeles, Cal., October 21.—A 
jury in the McNamara murder trial by 
January 1, 1912, was the prediction 
made today by Attorney Clarence 5S. 
Darrow, chief of counsel for ttre de- 
fense. 

With no court session todax¥ oppos- 


ing counsel took opportunity to finish 


up the work. of the first complete court 
week in the trial of James B. McNa- 
mara for the murder of Charles J. 
Haggerty, in The Los Angeles Times 
explosion. 

Attorney Darrow’s statement was 
based, he said, partly on progress made 
thus far, which shows three talesmen 
in the jury box subject to pre-emptory 
challenge, but more upon the opposi- 
tion manifested by talesmen to inflic- 
tidn of the death penalty on circum- 
stantial evidence or, in some instances, 
under any conditions. 

“It gets harder all the time to get a 
jury in a murder case, according to 
My experience,” said Mr. Darrow. 

The defense expects that this senti- 
ment will form a considerable obsta- 
cle. . 

Some of the State’s Evidence. 

The state has already made public 
some of its direct evidence in.the case, 
including the statement made by Ortie 
McManigal, implicating the defendant, 
and is known not to be dependent on 
circumstantial evidence altogether, but 
District Attorney John D, Fredericks 
has taken the position that the peo- 
ple are entitled to a jury which will 
convict entirely on circumstantial evi- 
dence, if a case beyond reasonable 
doubt is made that way, and this po- 
sition was sustained by Judge Waller 
Bordwell. 

Next week probably will bring a rul-

He Declares He Believes Dem- 
ocratic Committee Will Se- 
lect County Unit Plan, and 
That Some Action Will Be 
Taken in Regard to Bolters. 


Although there are a number of in- 
teresting questions to be decided by 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee when it meets at noon next 
Thursday in the senate chamber of the 
capitol, there has so far been but 
little discussion of these matters and 
so far as can be discovered the ma- 
jcrity of the committeemen have as 
yet formed no definite opinions. 

“I have heard no opinions expressed 
on the various questions tnat may 
come up,” said Reuben R. Arnold, a 
member of the committee, yesterday.

Atlanta's electric age is at hand. 
Its advent is marked by the organi- 
zation of the Georgia Railway and 


Power Company. 

This company has purchased, 
 golidated and proposes to develop and 
put to use as rapidly as possible all 
the splendid water powers of Georgia's 
famous Piedmont -section. 

This means the development of thou- 
sands and hundreds of thousands of 
horse power in electric current which 
will be distributed all over the north- 
ern section of the state on tower lines. 

But Atlanta will, of course, become 
the chief consumer; the greater pro- 
portion of this power will be brought 
direct to this city and put to industrial 
use, supplanting soft coal. 

Not that Atlanta has not been using 
electricity for many years; she has 
consumed as much.of it, perhaps, as 
slmost any other city of like size, and 
yet it has been only a drop in the 
bucket. or perhaps a figure more 
apropos would be, it has been scarcely 
more than 4 spark from a Leyden jar. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
Company, whose formal organization 
was announced yesterday, is putting 
$27,000,000 and more into the develop- 
ment of north Georgia water powerfs. 

Tt is erecting steel towers over the 

morthern section of the state which 
will be strung with wires carrying 
power current to poents of consump- 
tion. 
_ This current. furnished cheaper than 
the price of steam made from coal. will 
be used to turn the looms and spindles 
of cotton factories. 

It will supplant the steam-made elec- 
tricity which is now used in connection 
with the current from Bull Sluice to 
operate the street cars, to light the 
streets and the homes of Atlantans. It 
will, thereby, take just that much 
smoke out of the Atlanta atmosphere. 

When it is found that coal and 
steam cannot compete with it this 
current will begin to turn the wheels 
of every large and small manufactur- 
ing plant in or around Atlanta. 

More smoke extracted from the at- 
mosphere 

Five years more of progress will 
have made easily possible the substi- 
tution of electric for steam locomo- 
tives in the railroad yards of Atlanta.

(EKimery R. Hayhurst, in The Survey.) 

That workmen following one of 
most skilled trades should be subject 
to a disease which for ages they and 
their predecessors have Kept. in a 
measure, a secret among them, and 
of which not one physician in a hun- 
dred has becvme aware, seems truly 
paradoxical in this day of medical! en- 
lightenment and conquest. Emphasis 
lis added to this circumstance when it 
considered that the brassman’s sec- 
ret is his.own undoing, usually before 
he has reached the prime of life. 
The brass industry has an ill repute, 
vague in character. It deserves its 
suspicious’ reputation, but not alto- 
gether for the reasons commonly sur- 
mised. Almost everyone, for instance, 
has the idea that a wound caused by a 
niece of brass is unusually poisonous, 
or that to suck or swallow brass ip 
any shape would be to court poisoning: 
but this is erroneous, Also the in- 
gestion or inhalation of brass dust, as 
among metal polishers and buffers, has 
‘no more serivus consequences, so far 
las can be proved from the nature of 
‘the alloy itself, than were the dust 
‘composed of iron or coal. It is in one 
branch of the brass industry that we 
‘find, however, a peculiar attending dis- 
ease. This is in the melting, moulding 
or founding of brass, with the conse- 
‘quent inhalation of metallic fumes, 
The disease is called “brass founder's 
agzue.” ° As far back as Eng- 
iishman named Thuackrah declared that 
bra&s founders or all who were exposed 
to the inhalation of brass fumes, were 
liable to a malaria-like sickness evi- 
denced as* chills, fever and sweats. Yet 
the very fact that the disease did not 
kill the subject on the spot, or, indeed 
within a few days, months or even 
vears has Kept the knowledge of it 
from the public and. in fact, from the 
average physician. It is simply a pre-

BEFORE HIGH COURT 


Montgomery, Ala., October 21.- (Spe- 
cial.)—-The question of whether the fil- 
ing of a short installment contract can. 
under the law, be constructed as 
tablishing a lien is one that is at the 
present time confronting the United 
States court of appeals, now in session 
in Montgomery.

PENTAHLON EVENT. 
IN OLYMPIC GAMES 


By Richard Dahigren. 

London, October 21.—(Special.)— 
The publication of the program for 
the Olympic games at Stockholm next 
year is a reminder that we are again 
within a short period of the other 
struggle for supremacy among the 
athietes of the world. It ig extremely 
unlikely that the majority of Olympic 
events will again be won by repre- 
sentatives of the British empire, ths 
advantage of being at home having a 
lot to do with the overwhelming suc- 
céss in 1908. 

Moreover, European nations have 
made giant strides in sports and pas- 
times, and competition will be keener 
all round. About the only safe thing 
to predict is that representatives of 
the United States will win the major- 
ily OL the purely track and field ath- 
letic events, which will claim atten- 
tion from July 6 to July 15 

The program differs somewhat from 
the 1908 list of events, and there will 
be no steeplechase nor any catch-as- 
catch-can wrestling events which 
British and United Sttaes athletes 
would ‘have liked included. On the 
other hand, a cross-country race and 
a 200 miles unpaced cycling race on 
the road will figure, and both will be 
attractive additions, Another new @e- 
Parture is a swimming race for wom- 
en, while the three all-round competi- 
tions are decidedly novel. 

Probably the most freakish events 
on the program from an American 
Standpoint is the modern pantathlion. 
which will be contested in the Stadium. 
Starting July 7. As the name implies, 
the Pentathlon is a five-event contest. 
and well it is called ‘‘modern,” for it's 
certainly a new one to us.

1. Duel-shooting, distance 25 meters;

BY RUSS ASSASSIN 


Secretary of State Knox 
Asked to Investigate 
the Matter.

New York, October 21.—Yt was learn. 
ed today that the American manager 
of a factory in Kyshtim, Russia, whose 
assassination by a shot fired through 
a window of his residence was reported 
in brief dispatches Friday, was Horace 
H. Emerich, an electrical mineralogist, 
formerly connected with the American 
Smelting and Refining Company, from 
whose employ he resignea about two 
years ago to become the superintend- 
ent of the Kyshtim Copper Company, 
a British corporation, operating a sys- 
tem of mines itn Russia. 

Four years ago Mr. Emmerich mar- 
ried Miss Nellie Robinson of Denver, 
a niece of John M. Shaw, of this city. 

Mrs. Emerich, who is not yet out of 
her twenties, is now in Kyshtim with 
her two little children, Horace, Jr.., 
and a baby girl not yet six weeks old. 

As 800n as he received news of the 
assassination of Mr. Emerich, Mr. Shaw 
communicated all the facts he had to 
Secretary of State Knox in Washing- 
ton, and asked for the assistance of 
the federal government in investigat- 
ing the murder and in seerng that the 
Russian authorities afford protection to 
Mrs. Emerich and her children 

Mr. Shaw said Mrs. Emerich haa 
cabled her mother, who is in Denver, 
that her husband was dead. but that 
the message was very bief. simply 
saying:

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LOSING CONVICTS 


Remainder Working Them Oi- 
_ rect or Through Others 


Number Using Prisoners on the 
Roads Grown From 98 to 
139 Since the Present System 
Became Effective--Great De- 
mand for “Overs.” 


There are only twenty-five counties 
in the state which are not actually 
working convicts on the county roads. 

There are only seven counties which 
are neither working their convicts nor 
have called for their quota to be turn- 
ed over to some other county. 

The remaining 114 counties are 
working their own convicts ang those 
which by rights belong to the other 
counties which are not working them 
and are using them to splendig ad- 
vantage in the upbulilding of roads 
throughout the state. 

These figures are considered re- 
markable in view of the fact that 
when the new convict law became ef- 
fective April 1, 1909, there were only 
98 counties which called for their 
quota, as against the total of 139 
which are now working their convicts’ 
or have transferred them to other. 
counties. 

There were some who predicted that 
many of those-$8 counties would find ' 
that the convicts were ‘white ele- | 
phants” on their hands ang would soon! 
throw them back on the state. Such, 
however, has been far from the case. 

Practically every county which has 
tried working prisoners on the roads 
has made a wonderful! success of it, 
and scarcely ‘a day passes that Cap- 
tain Yancey, secretary of the prison 
commission, fails to receive urgent re- 
quests for “more convicts’”’ from those 
counties that are using them. 

The seven counties which are not 
working convicts at all and which 
have not called for their quota are 
Catoosa, Glascock, Lumpkin, McIntosh, 
Murray, Union and Walker. 

This number will very probably be 
reduced to six at an early date, as 
officials of Glascock county are think- 
ing of taking Glascock’'s share, 

Under the provisions of the new con- 
vict law each county of the state is 
awarded nine convicts for each 10,000 
inhabitants. When this’ division tis 
made the convicts that are not taken 
are known as “overs’’ and may be dis- 
tributed among the counties according 
to their desire and ability to take care 
of them, 

The counties which call for their 
share, or quota, but do not care to 
work them may make contracts with 
other counties by which the convicts 
are transferred for road duty in those 
counties. In guch instances the coun- 
ty making the transfer is authorized 
to accept road work as. remuneration 
to any extent upon which the twol 
counties involved in the transfer may 
agree. In no instance is the county 
transferring its convicts authorized to 
accept cash for the convicts trans- 
ferred. 

There are now no the roads of the 
state 4,725, of which number 2,415 are 
felony convicts and 2,310 are misde- 
meanors. 

Indicative of the spread of the cus- 
tom of working convicts on the county 
roads is the fact that the last report 
of the prison commission shows that 
when the last division was made there 
was only 50 convicts left as “overs.’’ 
This was due to the fact that so many 
counties were either working their 
men or had transferred them, The 
commission had no trouble in dispos- 
ing of the 50 “overs,” as there were 
plenty of counties willing and anxious 
to get them.

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Pledge Method to Reform.

A declaration endorsing the pledge 
method of reforming drunkards was 
signed by 555 delegates and members 
of the Thirteenth Internationa! Con- 
gress on Alcoholism, which convened 
at the Hagne, Holland. This plan of 
treating inebriates was first tried in 
the courts ten years ago by Judge Wil- 
liam J. Pollard, of the second district 
court, St. Louis, Mo.

The method is 
simply to release persons convicted of 
drunkenness and petty offenses aris- 
ing out of drunkenness on condition 
that they sign in open court a pledge 
to abstain from the use of intoxicating 
liquors for one year.

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NET RESULTS OF WEEK 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, October 21.—The net 
results of the week in the cotton 
market were an advance of 34 .to 39 
points. The high prices were made on 
the week-end session, and the low 
prices on Wednesday. At the highest, 
the trading months were 41 to 46 
points over last week's close, and at 
the lowest they were 8 to 10 points 
under. The range of the market was 
51 to 54 points. 

The highest levels were reached on 
cold weather in the western belt and 
the forecast of colder weather for the 
cotton belt generally. Predictions of 
frost throughout the week kept nerv- 
ous shorts covering, and were one of 
the main supporting influences at 
work. The low levels were causeds by 
exceedingly bearish cable messages 
from Liverpool regarding the effect of 
the war between Turkey and Italy and 
the rebellion in China on Manchester's 
clear trade. It was claimed that they 
were resylting in the cancellation of 


orders. Bearish comment concerning 
the- pending census report on ginning 
also helped the bear side. 

From the middle of the week on, 
the ring was rather quiet. Traders 
wanted a better line on the ginning 
returns,, and also were in doubt in 
regari to the spot. situation. In- 
terior spot markets had a better tone, 
and buyers camplained of advances 
that were hot in keeping with the fu- 
ture markets. Bearish explanations of 
this were that the market was being 
temporarily strengthened by the de- 
mand to -fill October shipments, and 
that, once this was out of the way, the 
spot markets would flatten out again. 

Locally, spot prices gained three- 
sixteenths of a cent, middling closing 
at 99-16, against 9% last week and 
1415-16 this week last year.

Washington Mourns Schley. 


Washington misses a conspicuous 
figure through the death of Admiral 
Schley. In many ways he was a true 
boulevardier. Always immaculately 
dressed in the height of fashion, with 
a boutonniere, his mustache and 
gOatee closely clipped and well groom- 
ed, the admiral delighted to promenade 
Connecticut avenue ang F street. 

He enjoyed the hearty salutations of 
his many friends and was constantly 
bowing from side to side. Indeed, his 
walks partook of the nature of a 
triumph, for many, who knew him only 
by sight, raised their hats as he pass- 
ed, salutes he punctiously returned. 

His sudden death recalls the se- 
quence of calamities which have over¢ 
taken those connecteg with the Schley- 
Sampson controversy. Judge Jere 
Wilson died while the court was in 
session. Admiral Sampson's mind gave 
way under the strain and he probably 


never knew the outcome of the trial. 
Judge Advocate General Lemly was 
subjected to so much abuse and ridi- 
cule for acting as judge advocate that’! 
his brain softened and he died in the 
government hospital for the insane. 
Solicitor of the Navy Department Han- 
na, who assisted him, was weakened 
by the strain and died not long after 
Judge Lemly. 

Admirals Benham and Ramsay, who 
sat on the bench with Admiral ewey, 
are both dead, and just the other day 
Captain Henry Leonard, who was mas- 
ter of ceremonies, resigned from the 
marine corps. Admiral Dewey and 
Senator Rayner, the latter having been 
Schley’s counsel after Judge Wilson's 
death, are the only ones directly con- 
nected with the case who are yet be- 
fore the public eye. For his services 
to Schley, Senator Rayner absolutely 
refused monetary compensation, so 
Schley and his friends gave him what 
is probably the handsomest_ silver 
servie in Washington.

GEORGIA TECH HAD ITS INCEPTION

It is “a ery’ from the present 
Magnificent plant of the Georgia 
School of Technology, to which all the 
State points with pride, to the little 
cabin herewith depicted. But it was 
the “rootiet’” from which sprung this 
wonderful “plant.” 

Away back in the early eighties, in 
the “classic village’ of Oxford, Dr. 
Isaac S. Hopkins, who was then pro- 
fessor of Latin in Emory college, fitted 
up as a workshop the old house in the 
back yard of his home. This buflding 
Was a relic of ante-bellum days, and 
Was tucked away in the corner of the 
yard, with its back windows looking 
out on the “corn patch.” 

In front of the old-timey door, which 

always swung wide open, was a pile of 
lurnber, a grindstone anda big oak 
tree. 
Inside the “shop” was all the “para- 
phernalia”’ of a work room—work 
bench, tool chest, lathe—(which the 
doctdr had made himself), and here, 
when wearied with watching the pain- 
ful endeavors of frisky freshmen and 
Sapient sophomores as on their uncer- 
tain “steeds’’ they threaded the mazes 
of Roman literature, he was wont to 
take his hours of recreation. 

Being a born mechanic, with a gen- 
jug for invention, and the application of 
science to machinery, it was smail 
wonder that as in this little shop, the 
college professor wrought ingenious 
contrivances for! his own household, the 
boys who made their home with him 
yielded to the fascinations of “watch- 
ing things grow.” 

They caine to watch—they remained 
to work—there were not enough saws 
and planes to go around, and there 
were those who were so eager to work 
with the doctor, they willing to 
purchase their own tools. 

The doctor's proverbial patience was 
strained at times to kee pup with his 
would-be apprentices; and so it came to 
pass that the idea which had been 
latent for some time had taken definite 
form and gradually there was devel- 
oped the plan of a technological educa- 
tion for the bovs of the sotuh.

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TO GET THE TRUE VALUE OF COTTON. 


Cotton is the leading staple, the premier money-reliance of the 
southern states, the one crop upon which the nation depends to keep. 
the international cash balance on the right side of the ledger. 

Yet, measured by the unimaginative laws of supply and de- 
mand, who really knows what cotton is worth to the world today? 
There is abundance of guessing, of course. It is the sort of guessing 
that has succeeded in manipulating market quotations over a long 
term of years, and often euchreing the south out of millions of dol- 
lars. Proof positive is offered almost every year, in the manner in 
which cotton bounds up on the world’s bulletin boards as soon:as 
it has left the hands of the farmer, and is in the tight grasp of the 


middle man. 

But as to mathematical knowledge, pure and simple, of the 
quantity of cotton civilization demands, and for which it 1s prepared 
to pay a fair price—that is a different matter. It may be that shrewd 
traders on exchanges whose business it is to wring fortunes out of 
the crop, have mastered the subject. They do not, however, share 
the fruits of their studies with the farmer. 

In its protest against the recent decline in prices, The Fort 


Worth (Texas) Record makes this point, and says: 


The cotton trading and catton spinning world has known with reasonable 
accuracy from the very planting of the crop what it promised from week to 
week and month to month, and now it knows approximately the final yield. 
A diligent federal bureau, with thousands of trained observers, has reported 
every step of the cotton plant’s growth, from the seeding to the marketing, 
every rain, every attack of worms or weevils, every hot wind or cool night, day 
by day and almost hour by hour. Receipts at primary markets and receipts 
at ports are chronicled daily. The output of the gins is reported monthly with 
comparative tables of preceding years. Every month an estimate has been 
weather. No product in the 


is the object of such paternalistic observation. For whose benefit? 
We do not object to government crop reporting. On the contrary, our opinion 


réports by selfish private interests. But all 
this is ddéne primarily for the cotton trade, while no information is furnished 
concerning the cotton trade for the benefit of the cotton grower. 


What is to prevent the government from organizing as perfect 
a. machine for ascertaining the scope of demand, as it now has in 
existence for determining the scope, or rather guessing at the scope, 
of production? 

As our contemporary says, the present system is equivalent to 
“srowing cotton in the light of information and selling it in the 


darkness of ignorance.” 

From the time the crop is first pitched, the best paid brains in 
the world turn microscopes on the southern states. Spinners, 
gamesters, factors, middle men unite in an organized effort to find 


soil. But what elements unite to search and see what are the di- 
mensions of world-consumption, so that the quantity planted can be 
regulated or so that the farmer can know when a certain figure is 
offered him if it represents the valuation or the undervaluation of 
the stanle? As it is, the cards are stacked against him. The world 
that must have cotton trades on his ignorance, his poverty, his im- 
mediate need or his lack. of organization. 

It is true that we have records of consumption, but they are 1n- 
variably brought out after the man who produced the staple has 
disposed of it. They comprise a Job’s comforter, so far as he 1s con- 
cerned. The Record suggests that either the govérnment, or the 

Logically, the work should devolve on the government. It al- 
* It maintains agents 
throughout civilization, in the manufacturing centers of the old 
world, and the consuming districts of the Occident and the Orient. 
A reasonable appropriation and intelligent instructions would enable 
these men to annually fortify the south—and that means the coun- 
try—against a potential loss of many millions. 

The government should the more readily undertake this work, 
since it pertains to a crop of singularly international value to the 
entire nation. But if relief is not forthcoming from this source, then 
it should be the business of the south, in self-defense and self- 
interest, to organize its own bureau for ascertaining accurately each 
year as far in advance as possible the proportions of world demand. 

There are many factors concerned in the marketing of the cot- 
ton crop which need rectifying. All of them—state bonded ware- 
houses, holding movements, acreage restriction—rest finally upon 
knowledge of consumption conditions the world over. It is about 
time to stop guessing at this vital particular, and devise some accu- 
rate system for ascertaining what the south’s staple is actually 
worth to civilization.

Statistics of corn production and hog-raising in Georgia last 
fall indicated a rapid awakening on part of farmers in all parts of 
the state to the possibilities of the situation. The same condition 
applies, relatively, to the other southern states. One by one, and 
with encouragement from corn clubs, newspapers, farmers’ organi- 
zations, state and federal governments, they are gfadually returning 
to the system which prevailed before the civil war, and which made 
the south a virtually self-supporting territory. . 

Much is yet to be accomplished, however, betore the section 
comes into its own from the standpoints both of the corn and cattle 
industries, which inevitably go together. It is with the idea of stimu- 
lating interest in this direction that the chamber of commerce has 
planned the corn show. Already there are indications that the exhibi- 
tions will be section-wide and thoroughly representative. Entries 
are promised from all the surrounding states, and displays that have 
taken prizes at different fairs are to figure conspicuously in the 
Atlanta exposition. 

The chamber of commerce is to be commended upon under- 
taking an enterprise bearing so intimately upon southern welfare. 
With the boll weevil destined to take toll of the entire cotton crop 
within the next three or four years, it is high time to be showing the 
farmers an antidote by the object-lesson route. The Southern Corn 
Show will accomplish that end in the most practical manner. 
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FEDERAL AID IN ROAD BUILDING. 


Sentiment was strong at the recent session of the Nationdl 
Farmers’ Congress, held in Columbus, Ohio, for a bona fide federal 
good roads bureau and appropriatiens for highway construction 
commensurate with those for the improvement of waterways. 

Practically every important -body of farmers in the country, 
and a great many other national organizations closely associated 
with industry and development, have taken an attitude-of a similar 
nature. Increasing pressure has been brought on congress, but, 
thus far, only with the effect of drawing from the leaders expres- 
sions of doubt as to the constitutionality of such an extension of 
federal expenditures. : 

Such inertia cannot be‘of long duration. The best assurance 
that it 1s shortly to be replaced by a policy of aggressiveness which 
will lead to active federal participation in highway building is found 
in the increasing interest in the issue of good roads, from one end of 
the nation to the other. 

The largest and smallest American states, the oldest and the 
newest established communities are awakened to the fundamental 
importance of highway facilities as never before in our history. 
Once the people make up their minds they want a certain policy 
made a part of the national program that end is assured, its materi- 
alization being only a question of time. | te 
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pays to poor roads, as well as the bearing of transportation facilities 
upon every article of clothing, every necessity and every luxury 
used in this country. 

Where two such factors in the public welfare are so closely 
| inter-related, it will not be long before public opinion is successful 
in demanding an adjustment. The improvement of rivers and har- 
bors means a great deal to the country. The improvement of high- 
ways means even more, for it touches.every element of the popula- 
tion, regardless of location or occupation. | 

The old cry of lack of constitutional warrant has been raised 
against the majority of federal incursions into new and constructive 
fields. It will not stand against the plain justice of federal aid to 
highway construction, once the people make manifest’ their will in 
unmistakable terms. 
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BLOODY CHAOS IN CHINA. 


No upheaval or war of recené history so baffles the ability to 
secure a grasp on the situation as does the civil strife now rending 
China. With the.causes back of the struggle, the world is fairly 
familiar. The motive. power of the revolutionaries is blended about 
evenly of a desire to bring modern government to the empire ind to 
drive out the Manchus, who, though having ruled the land for 
several centuries, are still regarded by the mass of the pure-bred 
Chinese population as “outlanders.” 

This much is clear, as is also the fact that the rebels are so 
numerous and widely distributed as to be giving the government 
more concern than it has shown in many years, the Boxer uprising 
not excepted. .But it is a different matter when one attempts to 
gauge the trend of events. It 1s impossible to say, from the frag- 
mentary cables, whether the government or revolutionary forces are 
in the ascendant, though several provinces have fallen into the 
hands of the latter, and there is reason to believe that they have 
triumphed in several important battles. 

One unmistakable and repellent fact leaks out, and that is the 
ferocious racial antipathies that have been turned loose by the tur- 
moil and that have, in several cases, resulted in wholesale slaughter 
of the Manchus, where opportunity offered and absence of govern- 
ment troops gave immunity. It is also reported that the armies of 
both factions are in a desperate condition of confusion and disaffec- 
tion, with leaders quarreling and desertions threatened right and left. 

It is conceivable that if the rebel forces are sufficiently well 
organized and financed, and can develop coherency, they will ulti- 
mately rally the native population to their banner by a series of vic- 
tories that will throw the situation into their hands. What then 
will happen is a-subject for conjecture only. There has been talk 
of a republic, and a president, born from the loins of the native 
Chinese movement. But it is yet to be shown that these western 
ideas have made enough impression on the Oriental mind to deviate 
from the ancient law of caste rule, once it is certain the hated “out- 
lander” has been subjugated. 

One fortunate feature thus far is that missionaries and foreign 
residents generally appeared to be safe from the violence of both 
sides. The war seems purely a domestic affair, with the white man 
asked, apparently, to sit on the fence and view what may be history- 
making events from the standpoint of neutrality. 
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BUSINESS AND POLITICS. 


Prevalent unrest in commercial circles, more pronounced in the 
north than in the south, has given rise to the suggestion coming 
simultaneously from several sources that business men the country 
over should organize to curb undesirable tendenci@s and policies 
on part of politicians. 

Among other papers, The Néw York Journal of Commerce 
views the movement with approval. “The voice of business is to 
be raised,” it says, “heretofore only the voice of the politician has 
been heard. . Before the time arrives for forming plat- 
forms for the next presidential election the business community 
may have been so organized as to command greater respect than has 
been paid to it during the last few years.” 

If the trend here represented were a permanent and not a 
temporary one, it would inspire greater confidence in its practica- 
bility. It is doubtful if, in the first place, the mercantile elements 
of this country, with their innumerable clashing views, geograph- 
ical differences and conflicting interests, could be welded smto an 
organization so cohesive and well-defined as to accomplish the ob- 
ject in the mind of its projectors. 

To our way of thinking, the remedy lies in other directions. 
It is in an entire revolution of the attitude of the American citizen. 
not merely the business man, toward the broad issues of public 
affairs. 

In the nation, as in the city, the average voter takes his poli- 
tics in broken doses. He may be lashed into a frenzy by a munic- 
ipal, a state or a national campaign, and vote right or wrong, ac- 
cording to the sources of his information, to his fidelity to the 
fetich of the party label or his susceptibility to the wiles of the 
demagogue. 

The wage-earner, the business man, the professional man will 
continue to be “swatted,” to use the language of the street, unti! 
he realizes that he must pay as intelligent and unremitting attention 
and give as close study to public as to private affairs. 

It is a commonplace that men and policies go whooping to suc- 
cess on arguments that no sensible American would, for a moment, 
tolerate in his personal business. Demagogy has free rein. Prom- 
ises that are impossible on the face of them are accepted in politics, 
where they would be, jeeringly, rejected if presented in the cold light 
of the counting-room. | | 

Our contemporary takes too gloomy a view of the situation. 
Already the people generally are sensing the facts as we have set 
them forth, and they tend more constantly to demand sincerity in 
public life and to relegate the candidates given to duplicity or 
broken faith. 

But until the whole population occupies this angle all the time, 
all alleged remedies put forward for the ills from which we suffer 
will be in the nature of quackeries, or palliatives, at best. 
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CALIFORNIA AND THE TECHNICALITY. 


The right-of-way given by the public mind to the spectacular 
initiative, referendum and recall and the suffrage constitutional 
amendments recently adopted by the state of California, has ob- 
sctftred another one in its sphere of relatively greater importance. 

Touching the matter of judicial reform, the amendment reads 
that “no judgment shall be set aside or a new trial granted in a 
criminal case on account of improper direction of the jury or the 
admission or rejection of evidence, unless, upon review of the whole 
case, including the evidence, the court shall be convinced that the 
error has resulted in a miscarriage of justice.” ) 

That amendment smashes the deadly technicality, as we should 
like to see it smashed in every other American state, and in the 
federal courts as well. 

The Constitution has consistently insisted that causes should 
be tried solely on their merits, not on quibblings, hair-splittings, 
archaic precedents or irrelevant details. 

If one could gather, over the tale of the vears, a census of the 
criminals who have gone unpunished because of such tech- 
nicalities as these, the sum total would be appalling. Our present 
system of setting aside verdicts and granting new trials upon the 
flimsiest of showings competes with abuse of the pardoning power 
as one of the most demoralizing influences at work upon American 
jurisprudence. 

The practice puts a premium upon criminality, encourages the 
wealthy law-breaker and gives a helping hand to the murderer who 
may be able to ¢0mmand maudlin sympathy, or the services even 
of a second-rate lawyer. 

There may be dissent from the wisdom of California in her 
adoption of two or three of the more radical amendments, though 
even here there is room for debate. 

But in the matter of taking a decided stand against quibble 
and technicality, she has set an example that the most conservative 
American commonwealth cannot afford to ignore. Seciety has long 
enough been handicapped as against the criminal. If ever we are

GEORGIA’S MINING INDUSTRY 
SHOWS INCREASED OUTPUT 


Washington, October 21.—(Special.) 
A geological survey bulletin says of 
Georgia’s mining industry: 

“The mine production of gold in 
Georgia in 1910 was 1,722.25 fine ounces, 
valued at $35,602, and the production 
of silver was 335 fine eunces, valued 
at $181, according to H. D. McCaskey, 
of the U. S. Geological Survey. Com- 
pared with the figures for 1909, the 
production of 1910 shows a decrease 
in gold output of $25,018, and a de- 
crease in production of silver of 21 
ounces, but an increase in value of 
$76. There was no production of cop- 
per or lead ore in eGorgia in 1919. 

“The placer gold output was 880.96 
fine ounces and the remaining produc- 
tion of gold, all from quartz ores, was 
841.29 fine ounces. This shows a con- 
siderable increase of placer gold, but 
a much larger decrease of gold from 
the deep mines, owing mainly to the 
idleness of the famous Franklin mine 
in Cherokee county. The silver out- 
put from placer gold in.1910 was 84 
fine ounces and from quartz gold 251 
fine ounces. There were 13,562 short 
tons of siliceous gold ore mined in 
Georgia in 1910, with an average re- 
coverable value of $1.29 per ton in gold 
and silver, against 8,549 tons in 1909 
with an average extraction value of 
$5.18 per ton. There were 23 placer 
and 8 deep mines producing in 1910 
against 15 placers and 14 deep mines 
in 1909. Placer mining has heen on 
the increase in Georgia for the past 
two years, but deep mining In general 
has not kept pace. 

“The mine production of gold in Ala- 
bama in 1910 was 1,622.16 fine ounces, 
valued at $33,533, and that of silver 
was 268 fine ounces, valued at $145, 
according to H. D. McCaskey, of the 
J. 8. Geological Survey. These figures 
show an increase in value of gold out- 
put for Alabama of $4,294 and ax in- 
crease in silver output of $35 in value. 
The silver production is entirely from 
cogerere of this metal in refining the 
gold. 

“The production of gold and silver tn 
Alabama in 1910 was reported from 
three deep mines and three gold plays 
cers. The total placer gold was valued 
at $357 in 1910, as against $69 in 1909.

The deep mine production was from 
9.763 short tons of ore with an aver- 
age recoverable value per ton in gold 
awd silver of $3.41. In 1909 the ore 
production was 9,886 short tons but

“Alabama’s coal production in 1910 
was 16,091,979 short tons, valued at 
$20,209,577, a large increase over the 
figures for the preceding. year. 

“In a preliminary review of the coal- 
mining industry in 1910, published as 
a press bulletin early in January, 1911, 
it was stated that Alabama's produc- 
tion had reached the unprecedented 
total of 15,000,000 short tons, The 
statistics for the vear as collected by 
Edward W. Parker, of the U. 8S. Geo- 
logical] Survey, in co-operation with the 
Alabaima geological survey, shows that 
the preliminary figures were exceeded 
by a million tons, the actual output be- 
ing 16,091,979 short tons. This unus- 
ually large tonnage (‘the largest pre- 
vious production being 14,250,454 short 
tons in 1907) was due primarily to 
the strike in Illinois and other western 
states, and secondarily to low water 
in the Ohio and Kanawha rivers which 
reduced shipments from Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia to Mississippi river 
points. The demand thus created for 
Alabama coal made up for the dullness 
in the iron market. This dullness was 
pronounced during almost the entire 
year and was still decidedly noticeable 
at the close of the year with promise! 
of continuation during 1911. 

“Compared with 1909, when the pro- 
duction amounted to 13,703,450 short 
tons, the output in 19190 showed an in- 
crease .of 2,288,529 short tons, or 17.43 
per cent. The conditions in 1910 nat- 
urally resulted in an advance in prices 
and the total value increased from 
$16,306,236 to $20,209,577: a gain of 
$3,903,341, or 23.94 per cent. The av- 
erage price per ton In 1910 was $1.26 
against $1.19 in 1209, 

“The coml mines of Alabama were 


practically free from strikes in 
there being only 25 men idle from that 
cause during the year.” 

Over 22,000 men were employed in 
Alabama coal mines. There were two 
bad accidents last year, causing 131.

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SPLENDID RESULTS OBTAINED 
IN PRE-COOLING EXPERIMENTS

Washington, October 21.—(Special.) 


In a recent bulletin on  precooling 
fruit for shipment, Professor A. ‘ 
Stubenranch, of the agricultural de- 
partment, tells of work along this line 
in Georgia as follows: 

“The precooling investigations of 
the bureau of plant industry were be- 
gun in 1904, when, so far as is known, 
the first application of this principle 
to the handling of fruit was made by 
Powell, in Georgia, in connection with 
a study of the causes of decay in 
peaches during transit from the south- 
eastern states to northern markets. 
These investigations have been con- 
tinued and extended as rapidly as the 
means at command would permit, and 
it will be necessary to continue the 
work for a number of years, as many 
problems remain unsolved. The work 
so far has included the cooling of 
peaches, oranges and table grapes in 
California, and additional work on 
peaches in Georgia. 

“In the first peach work in Georgia 
and California (1904 and 1905) the pre- 
cooling was done in ordinary refrig- 
erator cars. The bunkers were filled 
with ice and salt, and the fruit was 
stacked openly, half a carload being 
cooled at a time to allow free circu- 
lation of the cold air. These experi- 
ments were therefore of the ‘ware- 
house’ type of precooling, which in- 
sures the thorough cooling of every 
package before it is loaded for ship- 
ment. 

“For the orange and grape work and 
for the later peach work in Georgia 
special equipment, using mechanical 
refrigeration, was provided. Most of 
the orange work was done in connec- 
tion with commercial cold-storage 
plants, including cooling in refrigerat- 
ed rooms before loading, and by blow- 
ing cold air through the cars after 
loading. 

“As already mentioned,

and the California work of 1905 were 
of the ‘warehouse’ type of cooling. 
This work was fundamental, and al 
subsequent investigations along these 
lines were based upon the results there 
obtained. 

“The possibility of safely transport- 
ing fruit which had been well ripened 
on the tree and preserving its quality 
and flavor was fully demonstrated. In 
addition, the loss from decay was ma- 
terially reduced in the precooled cars. 
The equalization of temperature con- 
ditions in the refrigerator cars was 
strikingly shown. There was far less 
difference between the top and bottom! 
tiers of the load than is usual under 
ordinary icing methods. 

“The work done with the portable 
Plant in Georgia in 1910 was of the 
car-cooling type. Fourteen cars of 
peaches were precooled after loading. 
Much more rapid cooling was accom- 
plished than was possible with oranges, 
as the Georgia peach is packed in six- 
basket slatted carriers without wrap- 
ping. The average initial fruit tem- 
perature was 73.9 degrees Fahrenheit; 
an average reduction of 21.1 degrees 
was accomplished, the time of running! 
averaging 5 hours 35 minutes. Insuffi- ' 
client water supply prevented the op-! 
eration of the plant to its full capac- 
ity; otherwise better results would un- 
doubtedly have been possible. 

“The average decay found in 
‘extra fancy’ fruit on arrival at New! 
York was 7 per cent in both the fourth 
and bottom tiers in precooled, as com- 
pared with 19.45 and 8.2 per cent on 
the fourth and bottom tiers, respect- 
ively, of non-precooled cars. In the} 
‘fancy’ grade the decay averaged 5.8 
and 2.9 per cent, respectively, in the 
precooled fourth and bottom tiers, and 
14.1 and 6.2 per cent for the same tiers, | 
respectively, in non-precooled- ship- 
ments. The extra fancy grade was 
larger and softer fruit, and received

EASY TO PUNISH 
DLE IN GEORGIA 


Calvin Gill, Passed in 190%, 
Covers Alt Forms of Vagrancy, 
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This Bill Makes It the Duty of 
Every Official to Go Out and 
Bring the Offenders to Jus- 
tice—Gamblers Included Un- 
der the Law. 


 ———— 
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In the Calvin bill, passed by the leg- 
islature in 1903, Georgia posseses one 
of the best vagrancy laws ever framed. 
In its all-embracing clatses are in- 
cluded every variety of vagabond from 
the strange hobo within our gates to 
the native son who tries to sidestep 
the mandate, “Those who would eat 
must work.” 

Not only does the bill enumerate 
every form of vagrancy and prescribe 


the punishment therefore, but it makes |

In this connection it is pertinent to 


add what Hon. Garnett Andrews, at 
one time a leading jurist of Georgia, 
in his “Reminiscences of an Old Geor- 
gia Lawyer” says. Judge Andrews 
wrote this book in 1840 and the 
“forty years since’ he speaks of brings 
the reader back to an age long before 
the “gold fields of California” were 
known and the “gold region of Geor- 
gia” he speaks of was the gold cen- 
ter not of the United States, but of 
the whole world. 

Judge Andrews says: “Some forty 
years since, during the early discovery 
of gold in Georgia, and I may say the 
first in the Uniteg States, I went to the 
gold region, in the mountains of the 
State, to attend to an important gold 
mine case for a client, when I came so 
pleased with the scenery, climate, 
freshness of the country and people 
that I continued to ride the circuit for 
several years until x went on the 
bench in 1834. I have never been in 
the mountains of this state without re- 
solving to live there before I died; the 
air, the scenery, or water, or all com- 
bined have given me an elastio, happy 
feeling that made ‘existence an abso- 
lute enjoyment.’ To be conscious of 
life in such air, sunshine and scenery 
is near of kin, I apprehend, to the 
pleasant feeling enjoyeq by associa- 
tion with the light-hearted society of 
Paris. Indeed, there %s no portion of 
the United States—if of any country 
inhabited by the Anglo-Saxon race— 
having so fine a climate for a constant 
residence the year round as all that 
portion of Georgia above and north 
of the falls of her great rivers, It is 
as far south as one can live in the 
United States this side of the Rocky 
mountains to be out of the region of 
sickness and insects. On account of 
their vastness and magnitude one can- 
not look on a lofty range of moun- 
tains without feeling some of the awe 
ang elevation of soul that is akin to 
the sensations inspired by contemplat- 
ing the vastness of etérnity. Fine 
music—I know not why—inspires the 
same lofty sensations. Hence, 1 be- 
lieve, when looking on the ocean, 
grand mountain scenery, the vastness 
of an extensive prairie or listening to 
fine music one is es near heaven in 
this world ag on any other occasion. 

Proper Piace for Capital. 

“Bor the reasons fust given Atlanta 
is the proper place for a permanent 
location of the capital of the United 
States. It is more central than Wash- 
ington; indeed, now that the country is 
all linked with the railroads and tele- 
graphs, all places are central] enough. 
Every one would prefer traveling a 
thousand miles to spend a winter in 
such a climate rather than remain 
anywhere north of the Blue Ridge dur- 
ing the same time. And no place in 
the United States is more healthy and 
pleasant during the summer. It is now 
larger than Washington was for many 
years afterit was the capital, and be- 
fore suitable buildings could be erect- 
ed would be larger than it now is or 
ever will be. Many southern men 
have been unable to live in Washing- 
ton in winter and all northern men 
could reside in Atlanta the year 
roung and some of their lives would 
be saved by dwelling there in winter. 
No combined advantages of any place 
north of the Blue Ridge can equal 
those of the climate and health of At- 
lanta alone.”

Atlanta Versus Webster. 

Atlanta fails to agree’ with such a

They appear healthy. The restaurant 
keepers look fat. There is no pauper 
box before the near beer saloons. The 
nefarious traffic in demon rum on 
Decatur street goes on merrily.

Lieutenant Coley, of headquarters, 
jumped from his bed one night with 
the rest of the company. Everybody 
was quickly getting into their boots 
and breeches—excepting their lieuten-| 
ant, who was sitting on the side of 
his bed rapidiy going through tire 
motions of pulling on. hts night boots! 
and trousers. Later. when the Dig 
truck, commanded by Coley, dashed 
onto the. street a ‘fireman. standing 
beside him saw that the superior offi- 
cer wore his sleeping carments under 
his rubber coat. Then Coley was 
awakened and shown his plight. How- 
ever, although it was winter and acold 
night, too, Coley was game to the mar- 
row,-and clothed in a smile, rubber 
coat and helmet he fought fire with a 
vengeance. 

Antt Lieutenant Coley wasn't the 
only man who ever foughta firein his 
unmentionables. Engineman James 
Correy was also a victim of thecapers 
of a sub-conscious mind, but his ex- 
perience was caused bythe other fel- 
low ang not by his own drowsiness. 

Driver “Spud” Parker, of the head- 
quarters chemical wagon, was trans- 
ferred one night from a bed fn which 
he had slept for several years to one 
right. across from Correy. As every- 
thing in a fire station sw systematized, 
even the action of dressing is methodi- 
cal. 

Every utilization of time possible 
to be found is used, and as a result tlie 
firemen of Atlanta are able to awake, 
dress. hitch the horses and be out of 
the house within efghteen seconds. 
The art of dressing is perfected in a 
fire station. All that !s to be done is 
to put your feet in a combinafion pair 
of trousers and boots. pull up the 
former and hit the greased pole, 

As space ts also utilized in the sleep- 
ing quarters, the breeches-boots ure 
placed On one particular side of the 
bed. On this side the fireman will 
involuntarily jump. “Spud,” who had 
been reposing in one beq for several 
years, was transferred one night to 
anoéher across the aisle from the 
former cot and beside the bed of Lieu- 
tenant Correy. That same night a late 
alarm was turned in. “Spud” dived 
from his bed over on the wrong side, 
jumped into Coley’s boots and made a 
break for tbe pole just in time to 
miss a well-directed blow from the 
lieutenant, who did not have time to 
hunt another pair, and had to take his 
place on’the truck clothed with the 
same garments in which he had slept. 

Horses Have Mythical Runa. 

And the fireman is not the only one 
around fire stations who dreams and 
plays peculiar antics while asleep. 
There is a horse at headquartefrs- 
“Big Frank”’’—-who has been in service 
for eight years. He averages a mythi- 
cal run to a fire once every week, and 
when he finishes his stall looks like a 
miniature tornado had struck it. 

The night watchman at headquar- 
ters says that Frank, while dreaming, 
stretches out to his full length on the 
shavings of his stall and paws and 
scrapes with his feet and legs as if he 
were in a fierce rage. 

“He snorts and blows, too,” gald the 
watchman, “and sometimes I have to 
wake him up tn order to restore quiet. 
i know he is dreaming of making a 
run, because nearly all his actions are 
like those he uses while in harness. Hle 
cuts these capers about once a week, 
and sometimes twice.” 

That the horses, which have become 
traineq to the atmosphere of the fire 
station, are also possessed of remark- 
able intuition was shown by the recent 
actions of “Nigger,” a big black horse, 
whose days of service are numbered 
and who will soon be relegated to the 
lowly position of a truck horse with 
an unapprecliative negro for a drive 

Last Sunday night I visited head- 
quarters and -while standing near the 
doorway an alarm came in over the 
telephone. No one at the place knew 
it to be anything other than a private 
call until the operator answered and 
rang the big gong. I wae standing 
near ‘‘Nigger'’s” stall watching that 
anima] obliging!v licking sugar from a 
driver's hand. Telephones had been 
intermittently ringing ever since T had 
stepped in, but when the one of the 
alarm came “‘Nigger” hoisted his pret- 
ty headewith a snort and pranced about 
actively.

Nominally, he was, to use modern- 
day pariance,’ a populist; but there 
was much in the populistic program 
he did not approve. He 
added a great deal it did not contain. 
He took his ideas from no one; truth- 
fully, they were the children of his 
own brain. 

One theory he often expounded to 
his friends, but he seemed to regard 
it as too much out of keeping with 
even radical ideas to be urged public- 
ally.

FRANCO-GERMAN WAR CLOUD 


WILL LOWER AGAIN THIS WINTER 


London, October 21.—It now appears 
that the Morocco war scare led to a 
good deal of searching 
the English military authorities, 
that if the negotiations between France 
and Germany had come to a quick and 
belligerent end England would have been 
caught in a state of unpreparedness al- 
most equal to that In which she found 
herself at the outbreak of the Boer 
war. Wonders have been worked dur- 
ing the last two months, however, and 
yesterday a British military expert told 
the writer that England was now ready 
to take the field at any moment. 

Although the war cloud has lifted for 
the time being, this expert was any- 
thing but optimistic about the future. 
The delay, he declared, was solely due 
to strategic reasons on the part of 
Germany. If war were to break out 
now Germany would have to deal 
single-handed with France, England 
and Russia, and if Austria backed her 
up actively, Italy would probably join 
the anti-German coalition, with the idea 
of avenging ancient defeats and win- 
ning back her lost provinces. If the 
outbreak of hostilities ts deferred until 
winter, however, Russia will be snow- 
bound, and Italy will also be prevented 
from sending an army across the Alps. 
The Balkan states also have a grudge 
against Austria, and they, too, would 
have to deal with “General February.” 
My informant, therefore, thinks that 
another and more serious crisis may be 
expected in December or January. —

In e World's Work for November 
Mr. Peal Lee Coulter explains the ex- 
tent ‘to which the co-operative move- 
ment has spread amon the fanmers 
throughout the land. e gives many 
astonishing figures. Here is the story 
of one of the smallest organizations. 
The Jackson County Co-operative 
Company, of Lakefield, Minn., has 226 
members. Last year the sales amount- 
ea to $139,230.86, or nearly $600 per 
mem ber. The net gain or rebate was 
$12,700.21 and members received, as 
rebate, 10 per cent on all purchases, or 
about $60 per family, after a dividend 
of 6 per cent hag been paid on all 
capital stock. The company gave non- 
members a rebate of 5 per cent and ad- 
vised them to join and showed them 
that they could pay for their stock in 
four years by the rebates. A reserve 
$4,000 is kept on hand for emergencies.

Farming as a Hazardous In- 


ustry. 

The substitution of power machinery 
for hand labor has made agriculture a 
hazardous industry. Corn shredders, 
grain separators, @asoline engines, 
threshers, cream separators and other 
forms of machinery have changed the 
character of agricultural processes 
until much of the labor in the industry 
has become more analogous both in 
method and in danger to factory work 
than to earlier agriculture. 

Don D. Lescohier, of the Minnesota 
state bureau of labor, in The Survey, 
even says that “much of the machinery 
used is far more dangerous than that 
used in most factories, for sufficient 
attention has not yet been paid to 
guarding it. The public has not 
known enough about the number and 
the cause of accidents on farms to 
realize that farmers need legal pro- 
tection against unguarded machines as 
badly as do factory workers. Preven- 
tion is further retarded by the fact 
that the accidents are distributed over 
s0 wide an area that the persons in- 
jured do not combine and crvstalize a 
sentiment for protection. When five 
men in a factory are killed in a year 
the operatives begin to ask why these 
accidents are happening and how they 
can be prevented; but when as many 
occur among the same number of 
farmers they do not realize that they 
have need to co-operate for protection 

“Sixteen fatal accidents, two likely 
to result in death, eighty-five serious 
injuries and thirty-two severe onés-—-a 
total of 135 accidents——-weer réported 
from Minnesota's agriculture during 
the past twenty months, eighty-two of 
them, including four fatalities, in the 
last eight months. The reports for the 
first twelve months were especially 
incomplete, but there is no reason to 
belieev that the records even for the 
last eight months are not a complete 
toll of the accidents. The figures 
given must be considered as illustra- 
tions rather than statistics.”

They are carried 
ashore and placed on great wire 
screens stretched over the hot sands, | 
and the rays of the sun, which shines 
almost constantly, completely re- 
move all moisture from the fish that 
they can be packed in boxes and ship- 
per to the mining camps all through 
the western states, and especially 
where the laborers are mostly Chinese 
or Japanese. They find a ready sale 
and are considered a staple article of 
food. The dried fish are also shipped 
to foreign ports and sold in vast quan- 
tities. 

Among other fish 
sort of trade is the shark. 
cut in thin strips and placed 
nets in the sun to dry. Layer upon 
layer is so placed and a libera! quan- 
tity of sugar is sprinkled between 
them. The heat of the sun and the 
sugar cure the meat, which is said to 
be very tender ang of a pleasing fla- 
vor. The product ts often called can- | 
died shark, and when it is cured suc- 
cessfully it is certain to command a 
high price among the foreign popula- 
tion that inhabit the mining centers 
in the western states. Many Ameri-, 
cans have found the meat so cured is| 
very appetizing, and it is predicted by 
some it will soon become a fancy ar-| 
ticle of foog throughout the entire; 
world. 

Certain specialists in the fish pack- | 
ing business are also drying some)! 
kinds of small fish with fruit, and it is 
said by those who have had an oppor- 
tunity to taste these fancy prepara- 
tions that they are peculiarly delici- 
ous. 

Another peculiar industry along 
some of our western coasts is the dry- 
ing of eges laid by thousands of birds 
that lay their eggs on high cliffs and, 
on the sand of numerous islands. The, 
dried egg preparation is shippeg to | 
foreign cities, where it is used as food, | 
and especially for cooking and prepar- 
ing certain kinds of foods.

By Pansy, author 
of “The Brown’s at Hebron,” etc., illus 
trated. (Published by Lothrop, Lee & 
sheppard Co., Boston. Price $1.50.) 

A fine novel in which a girl by force 
of circumstance lived ten years of her 
-hildhood, on an isolated mountain in 
the west. She was under the sole 
‘harge of a mother and son, who were 
fugitives from justice. The girl grew 
up in absolute ignorance. She knew 
nothing of the Bible, of God or judge- 
ment and eternity, as far as possible 
for a human being to know. At 16 
years old she left her surroundings and 
struck the trail of civilization.

It can- 
not be doubted that in good time this 
ideal of Christian brotherhood 
throughout the whole world will be 
fully realized. This does not mean 
that there will be organic unison of 
the various denominations. Not only 
is this not necessary, but its wisdom 
ig extremely doubtful. Men are bound 
to differ on questions of church gov- 
ernment. These differences on non- 
essentials have been the cause of 
practically all the religious bitterness 
which has hampered and dwarfed the 
onward movement of Christianity in 
past ages. 

This movement towards unity means 
simply a recognition of honest differ- 
ences on questions of government, but 
the correlation of forces in oarrying 
on the fundamental purpose of all 
churches the salvation of souls, and 
the tone of the Methodist conference 
is merely another evidence of the 
growth of this sentiment. 


A Wondrous Stone. 


Preachin recently at Westminster 
Abbey,London,Archdeacon Wilberforce 
said it fell to his lot during the prep- 
arations at the abbey for the corona- 
tion to guide to the coronation stone a 
well-known antiquarian who had 
made a special study of its history. 

“He was convinced,” said the arch- 
deacon, ‘‘that it was the stone on 
which Jacob rested his head when he 
had the vision of angels at Bethel, and 
that from that night it was considered 
sacred and carried from place to place. 
He believed it was fhis stone that 
Moses struck and that it was carried 
by the Israelites during their forty 
years of wandering... He showed me a 
big cleft in the back from which he 
believed the water gushed out. He 
showed me also two much-rusted iron 
Staples deeply sunk, one at each end, 
which I had never noticed before, by 
which it was carried. 

“He traced the stone to Solomon's 
Temple, and from thence, after the de- 
struction of Jerusalem by Titus, to 
Spain; thence to Jreland; thence to 
Scone, in Scotland, and from Scotland 
to Westminster Abbey.”

Up to the middle of October 414 dele- 
gates to the next Methodist general 
conference, meeting at Minneapolis in 
May, 1912, had been elected, and the

full number, 780 to 790, will be chosen 
before the end of this month, when all ' 
fall conferences will have been held. 
The unusual showing thus far made is 
that out of 414 delegates only $2 have 
been members of previous genera! con- 
ferences, and of these 68 are minis- 
ters and 24 laymen. The meaning of 
this clean sweep, or nearly that, is 
said to be not that Methodist in- 
surgents are abroad, but that Method- 
ism is compelling old men to stand 
aside, and putting in young or at most 
middle-aged men. These changes are 
due, it is said, to personal grounds, and 
not to politics or principles. 

With only two notable exceptions 
the Rev. E. M. Randall, corresponding 
secretary of the Epworth League, and 
the Rev. Dr. C. B. Spencer, of The

JUVENILE COURTS 


Encouraging Report Made by 
Chief Probation Officer of 
City -of Atlanta. 


STATE CONVENTION MEETS 
AT GRIFFIN ON WEDNESDAY 


A heartening and encouraging re- 
port was lately made in Atlanta by 
Philip Weltner, chief probation afficer, 
regarding the childrens’ court of this 
city. Among other things he said: 

“Fear is* soon , banished from the 
hearts of the childish criminals, ang in 
nearly every instance ‘they make free 
confession of their sins. The other 


day eight cases were disposed of in 
three-quarters of an hour, and the 
whole secret is that before a boy or 
girl is made to face the judge the ma- 
chinery for bringing the child back 
to a life of usefulness has already 
been Planned out and set in place. 

“Last Friday a week ago four color- 
ed boys were ordered placéd out on 
farms. Two days before the order was 
issued applications were on hand 
whereby eight boys could have been 
disposed of. 

“The court tends to crooked little! 
bodies, as well as crooked little souls. | 
Mostly they go together. One little 
fellow was haled into court for various 
petty thefts. The investigating offi- 
cer discovered that he did not Know 
that he took things at all, and never 
remembered where the stolen articles 
came from, Obdeience to parents seem- 
ed brand-new concept, too. Bright 
objects held such a fascination for the 
lad, proprieties were forgotten. 

“After considerable questioning it 
was found that the boy did not begin 
to talk until he was 6 years old. By 
aid of the law behing the court this 
little lad is going to be made over 
again, and instead of an imbecile he 
will be saved to a life of usefulness. 
Just one case HkKe that is worth all 
the money this institution costs.”’ 
Article From Mrs. Rogers. 
this connection the following ar- 
ticle by Helen W, Rogers, condensed 
from “A Civic Prince,” is of the great- 
est interest: 

“It is a truism that civic welfare is 
increased or retarded in direct ratio 
to the increase or decrease in the pau- 
per ang criminal classes. It is self- 
evident that recruits to the ranks are 
most readily diminished by the pre- 
vention of dependency and _e delin- 
quency in children. For this purpose 
the juvenile court has been estab- 
lished. 

“The Woman’s Club 1s the 
patroness of the children’s court, 
Wherever there is a court already 
established the club should be allied 
to its organization, holding it to the 
highest possible standard of excel- 
lence; wherever a court is yet to be 
created the Woman's Club should be 
the pioneer in its creation. 

“For the assistance of the clubs the 
‘Report on Children’s Courts in the 
United States,’ prepared by Mr. S. J. 
Barrows as a report to congress for the 
international prison commission, is 
the best textbook available.

To interpret beauty in an individual 
is quite as difficult at times as to in- 
terpose what the painter “means” by 
a picture or what a poet means by

The Seope of Architecture. 

Architecture does not mean merely 
Ornate construction of the four walls 
Which hold in the new building, 
whether it be a house or a badly- 
proportioned, pompous, cheaply con- 
Structed office building, but it means 
as well a harmony with environmeni, 
a consideration of the site, the street, 
the buildings around and the “eternal 
fitness of things.” Certain types of 
architecture are more suited to cer- 
tain sections and certain vicinities, 
and the time has come in Atlanta's 
constructive life when the portions of 
the city making for beauty and archi- 
tectural type should he provected 
against the grotesque and the cheap, 
especially when there is no good ex- 
cuse for it. The man who can own 
property on Atlanta’s principal streete: 
who desires to build large structures 
on that street merely for commercial 
compensation, should not be pere 
mitted to violate certain laws of beau- 
ty and structure, which endanger the 
architectural effect and beauty of the 
buildings around in which other men 
who own them have considered. be- 
sides commercial! recompense, the 
rights of their city, and have desired 
to present the building as a monument 
of dignity in structure 

Building Line. 

The building line should be strictly 
adhered to, in every part of the city, 
buildings large and small are 
being constructed. Freak architecture 
and scrip buildings, built of pieces of 
pavement and hunks of old stone and 
put together with cast-off  bricx, 
should not be permitted outside of 
freak museums of which Atlanta so 
far has none.

A nose on which red spots and 
pimples appear is as unsightly as a 
nose that is wholly red. The tem 
dency to pimples on the nose indt!- 
cates the same condition that causes 
a general distribution of pimples 
over the face. It is indigestion, 
caused by unwise indulgence of the 
appetite, chiefly in highly spiced, 
rich foods. The girl with a blotchy 
nose can improve her appearance 
by eating no more candy nor pastry. 

Another warning is one I afm 
loathe to offer the readers of this 
page, most of whom are women. 
But I must remind you that the red 
nose is sometimes the sign of in- 
dulgence in alcoholic drinks. No 
woman was ever handsomer, espe 
cially in the nasal regions, for drink- 
ing anything stronger than water. 

Remove first the cause of the red 
nose. While removing the cause 
you can reduce the inflammation by 
bathing the nose freely in hot water.

At Austin, Tex., on the 22d of Sep- 
tember, a plague of crickets arrived. 
The insects descended on the town 
in a cloud, covering the streets to 
a depth of several inches and block- 
ing street car traffic. Next morn- 
ing they were found piled three and 
four feet high in the doorways of 
business houses. Carts had to be 
called into requisition to carry them 
away. , 

Hold-up of trains by insects are by 
no means so rare as is commonly 
supposed. Probably not a year 
passes without happenings of the 
kind in one place or another. 

Some years ago, dispatches from 
Charlotte stated that the rails onthe 
Carolina Central were covered with 
catterpillars in places so deep that 
for three successive days traffic had 
been greatly obstructed, the driv- 
ing wheels of the locomotives “slip- 
ping round as if oiled.” Engineers 
were obliged to empty thelr sand- 
boxes in order to get across one 
strip of swamp where the “worms” 
were s0 numerous that the ground 
bottween the rails and alongside of 
the track was literally heaped with 
their crushed bodies, an intolerable 
stench arising from the mass. 

Suspecting exaggeration, the Gov- 
ernment Bureau of Entomology sent 
one of its experts, named Cordley, 
to investigate. He found the state 
ment quite true. The locality where 
the caterpillars were most abundant 
was the Big Swamp, eight miles east 
of Lumberton. They were of the 
species known as “tent caterpillars,” 
and had denuded the trees for many 
miles around of their leaves. Oddly 
enough, their extraordinary abund- 
ance seemed to be due to the dig- 
ging of a canal during the previous 
Winter, which, draining, the swamp, 
had made conditions much more 
favorable for the reproduction of the 
insects. 

Western railroads often have trou- 
ble of this kind with grasshoppers, 
but in July, 1898, in Eastern Colo 
rado and Western Kansas it as- 
sumed an aggravated form. For 
miles the steel rails were covered 
with insects, the crushing of whose 
bodies under the wheels was de 
scribed as having the effect of soap. 
They made the rails 20 slippery 
that the driving wheels simply spun 
round and round without accom- 
plishing any progress.

For Premiership 
of Great Britain 


London, October 21. When Parlia- 
ment meets for the autumn session 
on the 24th of this month the ques- 
tion “Who will succeed Balfour?’ will 
be heard more insistently than ever. 

It is no secret that Arthur James 
Balfour's days as leader of the old 
Tory party are numbered. Not only 
was he confronteg with his 63rd birth- 
day last July, but his health is not 
g004, and for years he has been get- 
ting more and more out. of touch with 
the rank anq file of his party. This 
estrangement began when Joseph 
Chamberlain launched his policy of 
protection for British industry. Bal- 
four never fully accepted it, and, when 
he did render it lip service, he did it 
BO equivocally that he inspired tts 
opponents rather than its friends with 
fighting fervor. But he never has 
been more hopelessly out of touch 
With the young and vigorous fighting 
element in his party than during the 
recent struggle over the abolition of 
the Lord’s veto. The young Tories be- 
longeqg hotly to the faction known as 
the “ditchers,” from their shouted 
readiness to die in the last ditch rather 
than sacrifice the House of Lords. 
Balfour threw in. his lot with the 
“hedgers,” who allowed and eveén ac- 
tively helpeq the Liberals to pass the 
veto bill for fear they would flood the 
House of Lords with new Liberal 
peers. 

Who WUl Succeed Balfour? 

The answer to this question, “Who 
Will succeeg Balfour?’ reveals with 
Startling clearness how nearly the day 
of the aristocrat in English govern- 
ment has come to an end. For a good 
many years commoners have led the 
Liberal party, but for more than a 
céntury the first Tory prime minister 
who did not bear a title 
himself, and Balfour is an aristocrat 
of aristocrats. He its a member of the 
great house of Cecil and a nephew’ of 
his predecessor in the Tory leader- 
Ship, the Marquis of Salisbury. To- 
day only three names are mentioned 
as those of his possible successors, and 
each one of them, to use a phrase 
which I heard the other day from 
Justin McCarthy, the famous Irish 
historian, is man of no particular 
family.” 

First of the trio, because 
teresting, and most of all a self-made 
man, is F. E. Smith, whose rise to 
prominence is one of the romances of 
English public life. Smith may not 
be the next Tory prime minister. 
There are two. strong arguments 
against him. One is that Austen 
«Chamberlain, of Joseph, has a sort 
Of hereditary claim to the reversion 
of Balfour’s political estate, and the 
6ther is that Smith may be considered 
too young—he is only 39 years old 
now. Whether he becomes prime 
minister or not Smith is today the real 
Jeader of the new Tory party. His 
brains and his enthusiasm inspire it 
end he is chiefly responsible § for 
SwWitching it from a party of traditions 
to a party which advocates conserva- 
tive social reform and a larger part 
in the comforts and decencies of life 
for the working class. With marvel- 
ous skill he has grafted his social re- 
form policy on to the older policy of 
protection, and he proposes to devote 
the money raised by taxes on im- 
ported merchandise to financing his 
@echemes for social betterment. 

Man of No Family. 

Smith is pre-eminently the 
no particular family.” The 
British public ‘doesn’t know—and 
dadoesnt care either—who his father 
Was ang few even of his friends know 
anything about his grandfather. Smith 
pere appears to have received a fair 
education, for he ran away and joined 
the army and rose to be a sergeant- 
major, and after he left the army was 
able to betofne a lawyer. He never 
accumulated any money, however, for 
when he died, his son, F.. E., found that 
4f he were to continue his education he 
must win a scholarship. He was at 
echoo! at Birkenhead, in the north of 
Iingland then, ang he made up his 
mind to get that scholarship. He 
won it, and in 1890 went to Oxford. 
There he soon attracted attention, and 
before the end of his term he was 
president of the Oxforqg Union, that 
famous debating society where so 
many of England's statemen have won 
their spurs, 

At this time, however, Smith's am- 
bitions were scholastic rather than 
political. He took all sorts of college 
honors, and when he graduateg he 
becatine a “don,” which means that he 
took up the work of lecturing and 
teaching at the university, and he 
might have continued this useful but 
rather. humdrum round all his life if 
he hadn't happened to fa!l in love with 
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It was for her sake that her husband gave up the life of an Oxford 


Don and went into politics. 
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the daughter of a country clergyman 
who had no more money than he had. 
Smith made up his ming that he had 
to get into some more lucrative pro- 
fession, so he’ started reading law and 
he was called to the bar in 1899. To- 
day he is the youngest man_ entitled 
to wear the silk gown of a King’s 
Counsel. 

Hie never was a briefless barrister. 
His fame at the university brought him 
clients as soon as he hung out his 
Shingle in his native city of Liverpool, 
and in a few years he was earning a 
big income. *Today no important law 
case is ‘complete without “F. E.” on 
one side or the other. I have heard all 
sorts of estimates of his income from 
his practice. Some of his legal assocl- 
ates put it at $50,000 a vear; others at 
$100,000. Probably it is somewhere be- 
tween the two figures. 

Law Leads to Politics. 

Law ' in England, as in the United 
States, often leads to politics. F. E. 
Smith made up his mind to enter par- 
liament, and he fixed on T. P. O’Con- 
nor’s “Scotland” division of Liverpool 
the constituency he would like to 
represent, He “nursed’’ it for a year or 
two, but never fought an election in it, 
for he was offered the chance to con- 
test the neighboring Walton division in 
1906, and he won, 

He found himself in a parliament 
where his party didn’t count for much. 
The tories had been hopelessly beaten, 
and were not only few in numbers, but 
discouraged and disgusted. Even Bal- 
four had been beaten at the polls, and 
was looking for another seat. “F. E.” 
watched things for a week or two, and 
then he made his maiden speech. It 
was on a rather dull financial subject, 
and most of the members were in the 
smoking room. They are not over 
polite to new members or bores in the 
house of commons. Whenmthe new man 
had been speaking for five minutes the 
reached the smoking room that 
something was happening, and mem- 
bers came trooping in. ‘“F. E.” finished 
to a crowded house. The listléss tories 
chortled in their joy. Here was a man 
who evidently was a match and more 
for the Winston Churchills and Lloyd 
Georges and other able young men on 
the liberal side. Even the liberals 
couldn't help cheering him.

Neither Mr. Chamberlain nor 
myself ever proposed to put a tax on 
thistles.” 

Always “Ona the Go.” 

His friends wonder how Smith keeps 
going, and how long he will be able to 
keep going. Every morning when the 
courts are sitting he is in court before 
11 o’chock, and often remains there till 
5 p.m. Then he goes down to the house 
of commons as fresh as a daisy, and 
often stays there till midnight, or even 
later. When he gets home he must 
spend some time studying his cases for 
the next day and his speeches for the 
house of commons, as you never find 
him unprepared in debate. His method 
shows that he must have gone over 
the subject carefully in advance. He 
has a wonderful system of classified 
pockets for reference clippings. He 
quotes from an opponent’s speech for 
instance. “I never said that,” shouts 
the man on the gridiron. “Oh, yes you 
did, on February 2, 1908,” says F. E. 
Smith, and his hand goes unerringly to 
the right pocket and hauls out the clip- 
ping, which he reads. 

Perhaps one secret of Smith’s physi- 
cal fitness is his devotion to fox hunt- 
ing. He Keeps a big stable of hunters, 
and every week-end finds him in the 
saddle. He is also a Neutenant in the 
Oxfordshire Imperial Yeomary, of 
which Winston Churchill, the rising 
young man of the liberal party, is ma- 
jor. The two men, by the way, are in- 
separable friends in private life, al- 
though in parliament each is the other's 
bitterest opponent. Often after a night 
spent in slanging each other across the 
green benches they may be seen leaving 
Westminster arm in arm to sup to- 
gether.

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NEW PAPER CURRENCY 
IN GREAT DEMAND 


Treasury Department Is Try- 
ing to Cut Down Re- 
demptions. 


New York, October 21.—5So great has 
become the demand for new paper cur- 
rency in certain parts of the country 
to replace old notes, that Lee McClung, 
treasurer of the United States, and J. 
E. Ralph, director of the bureau of 
engraving and printing, are now mak- 
ing a tour of the subtreasuries to see 
whether somes way cannot be devised 
to limit the redemption of bills, which 
is costing more now than the treasury 
under present. regulations can well af- 
ford. McClung and Ralph are in New 
York today, after a study of the situ- 
ation in Boston, where the demand for 
new money is Keenest. 

“The demand for 
rency is very much 
the appropriation 


new paper cur- 
greater now than 
from congress 4al- 
lows to be fully met,” said Mr. Mc- 
Clung. “‘We are trying to see if it 
would not be possible to cut down re- 
demptions. 

“I think sentiment has more to do 
with the demand for fresh money than 
sanitary ideas. As for the claims, 
sometimes, that old money is danger- 
ous to handle, it is worthy of mention 
that daring the existence of the re- 
demption department not a single case 
has been Known there of transmission 
of disease in this way. 

“The life of a one-dollar bill now- 
adays averages a little over one year, 
In Boston yesterday I noticed a note 
presented for redemption which left 
the treasury only three weeks ago. 
The oldest and most worn notes come 
from the mining districts, especially 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and Vir- 
ginia. The extreme south is bad in 
this respect, although the New Eng- 
land district se-ms to be more par- 
ticular about getting new money than 
any other section of the country.” 


Chevalier Sabetta Recalled. 
Chicago, October 21.—Chevalier 
Guido Sabetta, Italian consular agent 
at Chicago for the last five years, has 
been recalled by his government as 
a result of the diplomatig exigencies 
engendered by hostilities between 
Italy and Turkey. He expects to be 
assigned to a consular post adjacent 
to Constantinople. It ig said the act-

COMPILING OF HISTORIC REC- 
ORDS STOPPED BY GOVERNOR 


Says Sales of Books Do 
Not Justify Further 
Expenditures. 


Following investigation into the ex- 
pense of compiling the Colonial, Revo- 
lutionary and Confederate works, 
which ig in charge of former Governor 
W. J. Northen, Governor Hoke Smith 
issued an order yesterday discontinu- 
ing the work from and after October 
31, of this year. 

Investigations of the governor show- 
ed that the work, which was begun 
by order of the legislature in 1903, to 
eontinue at the pleasure of the chief 
executive, has cost up to date the sum 
of $59,779.92, while the amount re- 
ceived from the sale of the records 
approximated only $1,997.05. 

It is understood that Governor Smith 
niso believes that the expense of com- 
piling the Confederate roster, which is 
in charge of Governor Northen, is also 
too heavy. To date it hase cost $15,000. 

This work is conducted under the 
supervision of a roster commission, 
composed of the governor, the adjutant 
general and the pension commissioner. 

A meeting of the commission will 
probably be held Monday afternoon, 
and the question, of discontinuing the 
work will be discussed. 

The question of how 
compiling the records has progressed 
is best known by an excerpt from a 
letter written to Governor Northen by 
Governor Smith on October 12, and 
from which he quoted portions of the 
compilers statement regarding the 
work. |

Work Is Stopped. 

is as follows: 

“In your letter referring to colonial 
records, vou say that ‘it is not easy to 
determine definitely the amount of 
Manuscript for this series now on hand 
and awaiting preparation and publica- 
tion. My best judgment is there will 
be about ten volumes.’ 

“Of the revolutionary § record, 
say, ‘Three volumes have been pub- 
lished, and possibly matter will bave 
to be prepared for one more volume.’ 

“Of the Confederate records, you say, 
‘Four volumes have been published, 
one volume is now in the hands of the 
printer, and there will be matter for 
at least three more’ 

“lI have examined 
volume of the Colonia! Record, the last 
which has come from the printer. I 
find that it consists principally of let- 
ters and short writings of little im- 
portance from unknown people. 

“IT have examined the third volume 
of the Revolutionary Records, and it 
seems to be sufficient to complete this 
series. The last volume comes down

“I have examined the fourth volume 
of the Confederate Records. I find that 
it comes down to the year 1868, and 
nearly half of the volume consists of a 
republication of the journal] and the 
constitutional convention of 1865. As 
published copies of this journal were 
already in the library, f hardly seemed 
necessary that the state should go to 
the expense of republishing it. 

“In view of the condition of the rec- 
ords, and especially of the small de- 
mand for them, and the very large 
cOst to the state in excess of the 
amount received from their sale, I am 
unwilling to take the responsibility of 
continuing longer their preparation 
and publication. So far as. my official 
authority goes, | shall leave their 
further publication to the legislature.” 

What the Work Has Cost. 

Governor Northen has 
Salary of $200 per month for his work 
of compiling the records, the salary 
and other expenses being paid from the 
sale of the records and of Georgia Re- 
ports. He receives a salary of $100 per 
month for the work on the roster, the 
Salary and other expenses being paid 
by special appropriation. 

In his order discontinuing 
the governor directed that 
and documents now in the hands of 
the compiler be turned over to the 
State librarian for safe-keeping. This 
wil) include manuscripts for three 
volumes of the records and a large 
amount of data which was to-~-have 
been used in completing this work. 

Governor Northen declined to dis- 
cuss Governor Smith's action, and said 
he would have a full statement to 
make later.

ANTI-BLACK ROOT 
BEEN DEVELOPED 


State Entomologist Announces 
Success of Important 
Experiments. 


E. L. Worsham, state entymologist, 
expresses himself as thoroughly pleas- 
ed with the results of the experimental 
farms he has been conducting in the 
interest of the department of agricul- 
ture, on which he has successfully 
raised a variety of cotton, which not 
only resists black-root§ siticcessfully, 
but which is developing and maturing 
earlier than last year. Mr. Worsham 
is endeavoring to mature this strain 
of cotton at a very early date, in order 
that it may get ahead of the boll 
weevil when that dreaded pest reaches 
this state in a few years. 

This resistant variety of cotton ma- 
tured earlier this year than last year, 
and Mr. Worsham believes that it will 
mature even earlier next year. He will 
conduct a series of farmers’ institutes 
throughout the state in December and 
January, when special attention will 
be given in his lectures to black-root 
disease and boll weevil. He has just 
returned from Texas, where he made 
an intimate study of the boll weevil 
and its affect upon the cotton crop. 

This will be welcome news to the 
cotton growers not only on account of 
the lint producted each year, but on 
account of their cotton seed, which 
will be saved. from the black-root and 
the boll weevil. The cotton oil mills 
throughout the state are busily en- 
gaged in crushing seed and supplying 
the farmers, dairymen and cattle rais- 
ers with sufficient cotton seed meal 
with which to feed their live stock 
during the winter months. 

Many farmers are exchanging their 
cotton seed for cotton seed meal at 
the mills, thus saving an extra haul.

HUNTER, OF SAVANNAH, 
GIVEN ANOTHER RESPITE 


The Negro’s Trial Expected to 
Throw Light on Crime He 
Was Convicted Of.
